Collectors Ready 
for Reagan Dime? 


New 10-cent coin could spur 
hobby like new 50-state quarters 


The headline in the Union-Tribune reads “Get off the dime” 
“Don’t pit FDR against Reagan on face of coin.” 

The newspaper is against the proposal endorsed by 80 House 
members, including local Reps. Darrell Issa, Randy Cunningham, 
and Duncan Hunter. 

The U-T said it was nice to want to honor Ronald Reagan, but this 
was an inappropriate way to do so. The paper said FDR is on the 
dime because of his March of Dimes drive fighting polio in 1939. 
“That linked Roosevelt to the dime until this day.” How many living 
today could come up with this reasoning? 

FDR has been profiled on the dime since he replaced Mercury in 
1946 - 57 years ago. Acoin’s minting life is normally 25 years, but 
with Abe Lincoln, the cent just keeps rolling along—since 1909. 

Critics and the law says no living person should be honored ona 
coin, but there’s nil chance the 40th President will dishonor the 
nation because of his illness. 

The latest nuclear U.S. carrier was named after Reagan, something 
not done before. 

Critics also say Reagan was a Roosevelt Democrat and he wouldn’t 
agree with removing FDR. Nancy says she understands their 
intentions, but said one President shouldn’t be replaced with 
another. She called Roosevelt a great President.

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MICHIGAN'S TURN FOR QUARTER HONORS

The quarter has the state’s nickname: "Great Lakes State." 

Much of Michigan's history is tied to the Great Lakes - Superior, Michigan, Huron, 
Erie and Ontario. These are five of the world's largest lakes that, together, encompass 
more than 38,000 square miles and form the largest body of fresh water in the world. 

Michigan is the only State that borders four of the five Great Lakes, more than any 
other state. Standing anywhere in the State, a person is within 85 miles of one of the 
Great Lakes. 

To assist in navigating, Michigan has 116 lighthouses and navigational lights. 

On November 28, 2001, Gov. John Engler established the 25-member Michigan 
Quarter Commission and it received over 4,300 suggestions for the coin. 

The Commission narrowed the entries down to five candidate concepts that were 
approved by Engler, and forwarded them to the United States Mint on May 10, 2002. 

Other design concepts considered included "Michigan State Outline, with Great 
Lakes and State Icons," "Michigan State Outline, with Great Lakes and the Mackinac 
Bridge," "Michigan State Outline, with the Mackinac Bridge and Automobile," and 
"Michigan State Outline, with Great Lakes and Automobile." 


The four other states coins to be issued in 2004 are Florida 1845, Texas 1845, lowa 
1846, and Wisconsin 1848.

Or the 
Golden Gate Bridge? OK, enough is enough! 

We'll live with the coin though, and love it, and move forward. It’s some 
history that the world will have an opportunity to learn by spending it! 
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Friend of Mr. Georg 
Tells His $1 Life History 


| was born in 1862 when my country wasn’t much 
more than a pup. Boy, pockets jingled more before | 
came along. . 

Ashortage of precious metals cropped up during the 
War of the Brothers, so my folks at the Homestead Mint 
talked it up with their Kin on the Hill over there and came 
up with me affer a short gestation. 

They named me $1 and stamped my name all over 
me — front and back — so! wouldn't forget it. Talk about 
cold hands, I’ve had my share. Mostly I've been 
nicknamed Dollar, or Buck -- something to do with the 
price of a buckskin. The Kin on the Hill adopted the 
Dollar Coin as the unit for national currency in 1785, but 
| didn’t come along for another 77 years. 
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The unfinished pyra- 
mid shows strength, 
indicating that America 
will always grow,. build, 
and improve. The 15 
layers refer to the 13 
states. "Annuit Coeptis' 
means "God has favored 
our undertakings," or 
“enterprise. "Novus 
Ordo Seclorum," means 
“New Order of the Ages.” 
"Eye of Providence’ 
illustrates the. spiritual 
above the material. 


The face depicts an 
American eagle 
national sovereignty. 
The eagle holds an olive 
branch of 13 leaves for 
peace. The left talon has 
13 arrows for colonies’ 
fight for liberty. Ribbon 
reads "E Pluribus Unum" 
means "Of many, one" 
for one government. 
Above eagle are 13 stars 
wreathed in clouds, 
again representing the 
Original colonies. 
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‘Left me fell xt 
you about my : 
pedigree!’ 


My first clothes were made from silk 
threads, which | hear come from a 
worm who eats mulberry leaves.

Country, Mr. George. I've always 
liked him even with the white 
powder in his hair. Up until 192)3 Mr. 
George looked to my right shoulder, 
but after that he turned his hetid to 
my left shoulder. He knows he’s'on a 
handsome $ 1bill. 

Through the years, the Kin on the Hill 
have tacked different items on my 
rear-end, but I'm only going to show 
you on this pave what | currently 
wear with pride. 

Oh, yes, in October 1957 they 
added “In God We Trust” to Me, $1 - 
the first of all of my siblings to be 
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Original Feature by Kex L. Salmon 


blessed, The newly adopted U.S. 
motto appeared first in 1864 when 
the man with the fishy name added 
itto the 2-cent coin. 

I've had varied titles through the 
years such as Demand Notes, Legal 
Tender Notes, Large Notes, Small 
Notes, and _ Silver Certificates. 
They‘ve all graced my crown,

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At Grant’s Tomb in 
1897 she said “the light 
of his glorious fame still 
reaches out to me, falls 
upon me, and warms 
me.” She died in 1902. 


Most colorful bill 
since the 1905 
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The Man Behind the Face: Looking Histo 
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Who’s buried in Grant’s Tomb? 


When Hiram Ulysses Grant arrived at West Point in 1839, 
he found out his congressman had registered him as Ulysses 
Simpson Grant. He ranked 21 of 39 in the Class of 1843 and 
kept his new name. 

U.S. Grant at the U. S. Academy had a certain ring to it. 

Grant was born in Point Pleasant, Clermont County, Ohio, 
to Jesse R. and Hannah Simpson Grant. His father was a 
tanner. In 1823 they moved to Georgetown, where Grant 
lived until he was 17. 

He married Julia Boggs Dent (1826-1902) on August 22, 
1843, and they had four children: Frederick Dent, Ulysses 
Simpson, Jr., Ellen Wrenshall, and Jesse Root. 

He served in the Mexican-American War under Generals 
Zachary Taylor and Winfield Scott and was twice breveted 
for bravery. On July 31, 1854, he resigned from the army. 
Seven years of civilian life followed, in which he was a 
farmer, a real estate agent in St. Louis, and finally an 
assistant at his father and brother's leather business. 

On April 24, 1861, ten days after the fall of Fort Sumter, 
Captain Grant arrived in Springfield, Ill., with a company of 
men he had raised. The governor figured this West Point 
man could be put to better use and gy ere him colonel of 
the Twenty-first Illinois Infantry. On August 7, he was 
appointed a brigadier-general. 

rant gave the Union its first major victory in the Civil 
War by capturing Fort Héury, Tenn., on February 6, 1862. 
He doggedly pursued the Confederate Army and won 
impressively. His willingness to fight and ability to win 
impressed President Mincoln, who appointed him 
lieutenant-general on March 2, 1864, and on the 17th he 
assumed command ofall ofthe armies of the United States. 

Grant left Major General William T. Sherman in 
immediate charge of all forces in the west and moved his 
headquarters to Virginia where he turned his attention to the 


long frustrated Union effort to take Richmond, Virginia. 

His relentless pressure finally forced Lee to evacuate 
Richmond, which shortly burned, forcing him to surrender 
at Appomattox Courthouse on 9 April 1865. Within a few 
weeks, the Civil War was effectively over. 

After the war Congress appointed him to the newly- 
created rank of General of the Army on J uly 25, 1866. 

Grant was chosen as the Republican presidential candidate 
at the Republican National Ceateetiticnl in Chicago on May 
20, 1868. He won with a majority of 3,012,833 out ofa total 
of 5,716,082 votes. He was the [8th (1869-1877) President 
of the United States and served two terms from March 4, 
1869 to March 3, 1877. 

Grant's presidency was plagued with the suspicionof 
scandal, especially the Whiskey Ring fraud in which the 
U.S. lost over $3 million in taxes. Grant’s private secretary 
was indicted and escaped conviction on Grant’s pardon. 

Grant's secretary of war was revealed to have taken bribes 
in exchange for the sale of Native American trading posts. 

Although there is no evidence that Grant profited from 
corruption of his subordinates, he did not take a firm stance 
against malefactors and failed to react strongly even after 
their guilt was established. 

After two terms, Grant spent two years traveling the world. 
He wrote his memoirs shortly before his death, while 
terminally ill from throat cancer and in financial 
difficulties. He heroically fought to finish his memoirs in 
the hope they would provide for his family. He finished 
them just a few days before his death, and they succeeded in 
providing a comfortable income for his wife and children. 

He died on July 23, 1885, at Mount McGregor, Saratoga 
County, New York. His body lies in New York City, with 
that of his wife — in Grant's Tomb — the largest mausoleum 
in North America.

After a long history of nations fighting over the land, Texas became the 28th state in the 
USA to be admitted to the union on December 29, 1845 ... the first time. 

The Texas coin is the third quarter released in 2004 and the 28th in the 50-State 
Quarters® Program ofthe U. S. Mint. 

The quarter's reverse design incorporates an outline of the state with a star 
superimposed on its outline and the inscription, "The Lone Star State" on the lower left. 
The lariat encircling the design is symbolic of the cattle and cowboy history of Texas, as 
well as the frontier spirit that tamed the land. 

Texas comes from the Indian word "tejas," meaning friends or allies, and appropriately 
Texas's motto is "Friendship." Probably the two most-recognized symbols of Texas are 
its unique shape and the Lone Star that is represented on the state flag. 

The Texas flag design was approved in 1839 to symbolize the Republic of Texas and 
was adopted as the state flag in 1845. The simple design of a lone star and three bold 
stripes ofred, white and blue represent bravery, purity, and loyalty -- respectively. 

Texas is the only state to have had six different flags fly over its land -- Spain, France, 
Mexico, Republic of Texas, Confederate States of America and the United States of 
America. 

On August 14, 2000, Gov. George W. Bush appointed the 15-member Texas Quarter 
Dollar Coin Advisory Committee, which authorized the Texas Numismatic Association 
to conduct a statewide design contest on its behalf. Nearly 2,600 design concepts were 
received. 

From those concepts, 17 finalists were selected by the TNA and presented to the Texas 
Quarter Dollar Coin Advisory Committee for review. The committee further narrowed 
the submissions to the five designs that were most representative and emblematic of the 
State. 

Gov. Rick Perry submitted the preferred design of the outline of Texas beneath the Lone 
Star and encircled by a lariat, which was approved by the U.S. Secretary of the Treasury.

Double-Ear Dime a Mystery

A 2004-D dime, similar to the one in the photo here, was pictured on page 1 of 
the July 5 issue of Coin World. Is the coin a result of doubling or a die clash? 

The discovery coin was found by Erik Nielsen of Moreno Valley, California. At 
least two other coins were located in Murrieta and as far south as Chula Vista. A 
number of examples have 

been found in San Diego. 

James Wiles, president of

discovery coin. 

Judging it a true doubled 
die, Wiles assigned it as

Nils iP, ra Q } first doubled obverse die 
Photography by the author known for this date and 
mint, and the die was of a 
Middle Die State. 

Well-known and respected coin researchers Bill Fivaz and Tom DeLorey 
initially called this true hub doubling. A third specialist, John Wexler, agreed 
with Fivaz and DeLorey. 

However, Ken Potter, who attributes world die varieties for CONECA, judges 
the coin variety to be a result of a die clash. 

As you may remember, a die clash results when two dies hit one another 
because a blank planchet was not fed properly into the coining press. 

The image (or partial image) from one die transfers to the other. All coins 
subsequently struck with these dies will exhibit evidence of the clashed dies. 

In an article on page 3 of the July 12 issue of Coin World, it appears a number 
of prominent and influential specialist are now viewing the coin to be a result of 
clashed dies. 

Wexler embraced this idea, but DeLorey held to the doubled die theory. 

I’ve examined a number of these double-ear dimes. I have seen no evidence 
of a die clash on the reverse die. Remember, dies are like ratthenakes — they 
travel in pairs. 

If we are dealing with a die clash, there has to be a clashed reverse die out 
there some place. 

Personally, I’ll believe the double-ear is a die clash when someone produces a 
dime exhibiting clash marks on the reverse.

Quarter has a long Pedigree 
of metals and many designs 


Washington, D.C. - People usually don't stop to ponder the many changes the 
quarter has been through -- from what material is used in producing it -- to the designs 
on each side of the coin. 

In 1793, when the Philadelphia Mint chose 20 denominations for coinage, there was 
discourse about what material - and how much of it -- to use in making the quarter 
dollar. 

Silver was the material of choice when minting first began in 1796. Almost a century 
later, the Act of February 12, 1873, declared that the coin 
was not heavy enough, and extra weight was added. The 
next modification came when the Mint Act of 1965 
mandated the use of copper-nickel instead of silver. 

The Mint Act of April 2, 1792, was the first official act 
to direct attention to the quarter's design. This Act 
specified that certain design features and legends would 
appear on authorized coins. One side of the coin had to 
include the year in which it was minted, an impression 
that symbolized liberty, and the actual word "Liberty." 

For more than 115 years, liberty was symbolized on the 
front of the coin by allegorical female figures (Lady 
Liberty) in the form of a bust or a full-length figure. The 
back of the quarter featured an eagle and the words "United States ofAmerica." 

The representations of Lady Liberty and the eagle on the quarter during the late 18th 
and early 19th centuries were altered many times to keep up with the changing 
designs of other coins. Lady Liberty started out with flowing hair, then a draped bust, 
then a capped bust. 

Controversy arose in 1916 when Lady Liberty was suddenly shown standing with an 
exposed breast. This design was deemed too risqué and lasted only one year. In 1917, 
Lady Liberty's exposed breast was covered with a coat of mail. The eagle also 
underwent a few makeovers. It began as a small eagle that many thought looked too 
much like a pigeon. 

Over time, the eagle grew to become a grander and more patriotic heraldic eagle. 
In 1932, the bicentennial of George Washington's birthday, a silhouette of 
Washington's head replaced Lady Liberty. This marked the second, but certainly not 
the only, time acoin would change from an allegorical figure to an historical one. 

The next bicentennial event to affect the quarter's design came in 1976, with the 
200th anniversary of the signing of the Declaration of Independence. To honor the 
event, acolonial drummer replaced the eagle on the back of the coin. 

Over the next decade, the quarter will undergo 50 changes, to signify each state in 
the Union.

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In 1953, shortly after becoming Treasurer of the 
United States, Ivy Baker Priest was asked by 
Leg i Eisenhower how she was enjoying her new 
job. 
She responded, "I'm enjoying it immensely, Mr. 
President... I never expected to get anywhere near 
the White House." Eisenhower's face broke into a 
familiar grin, "I know just how you feel,’ he said. 
"Neither did I." 

During her a years as treasurer, Priest dined 
with queens and princes, but never lost sight of her 
humble beginnings as the daughter of a poor Utah 
miner. 

On one occasion Priest, seated next to Norman 
Vincent Peale, was asked: "Mrs. Priest, the people I 
have known in this world have all overcome some 
great handicap to reach their goal. I hope you won't 
mind my asking you... what was yours?" 

Without hesitation she responded, "Poverty." 

"And now you are in charge of all that money," 
Peale said and laughed heartily. 

Ivy Baker Priest was born September 7, 1905, in 
Kimberly, Piute County, Utah, to Clara Fernley and 
Orange D. Baker. 

Her father was a gold miner near Kimberly, but 
when the vein played out he moved his family to 
Coalville, and then to ao in 1912. 

Life there proved challenging. To help feed the 
family, ath mother pened a boii nouns for 
miners. The muddy mess on the floor made by shoes 
of 20-30 miners led to Ivy's lifelong, influential 
political career. 

Ivy's mother Clara began agitating for street 
improvements and found an ear in Dr. Straupp, the 
family pia Ye who ran as a Republican for mayor. 

Ivy became the "official errand runner" for her 
mother. On election day, Ivy spent the entire day at 
er her "heart skipping with the excitement of it 
all. 


Dr. Straupp won the election, and Ivy "felt as elated 
as a kingmaker" and soon determined that a career in 


politics would be "the ultimate in glorious | 


achievement." 

After active involvement in Bingham High School 
leadership, Ivy began her public political career in 
1932 as a delegate to the GOP state convention. 

Following her marriage in 1935 to Roy F. Priest, a 
wholesale Pitniture salesman, she remained active in 
politics. Even the birth of 3 kids didn’t deter her. 

Beginning in 1944, she was Utah’s GOP national 
committeewoman. In 1950 she lost bid for Congress.

During Ike's campaign, Priest was credited with 
getting out the women's vote. 

Following her influential work, Eisenhower asked 
her to become his treasurer, the 2nd woman ever to 
hold the post. 

In a news interview she remarked "I can't get over 
the idea of seeing my signature on every United 
States bill." 
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After her eight years in D.C., Priest was elected 
California treasurer in 1966 and in 1970, the first 
woman elected to a statewide office and serving 
alongside Gov. Ronald Reagan. 

Priest's illustrious political career ended June 23, 
1975, when she died of cancer.

Jefferson urged adoption of the dollar 


Thomas Jefferson, our hero in the Westward Journey Nickel Series, is the 
principal reason that the U.S. is using the decimal system today for coins. 

The new nation had been using foreign coins for commerce but wanted to 
mint its own. 

In April 1784, Jefferson submitted his “Notes on the Establishment of a 
Money Unit and of a Coinage for the United States,” in which he advised the 
use of a decimal system. This report led to the adoption in 1792 of the dollar, 
rather than the pound, as the basic monetary unit in the United States. 

As chairman of the committee dealing with the government of western 
lands, Jefferson submitted proposals so liberal and farsighted as to 
constitute, when enacted, the most progressive colonial policy of any nation 
in modern history. 

The proposed ordinance of 1784 reflected Jefferson's belief that the 
western territories should be self-governing and, when they reached a 
certain stage of growth, should be admitted to the Union as full partners 
with the original 13 states.

Wisconsin also produces over 350 different varieties, types and styles of 
cheeses. There are approximately 17,000 dairy farms, with just over one 
million cows that produce an average of 17,306 gallons of milk each, per year. 

In 2002, Wisconsin led the nation in corn silage production. State corn pro- 
duction contributed $882.4 million to the Wisconsin economy in 2003.

Jim Hunt was featured in the November 2004 issue of Numismatist 
with the headline “James W. Hunt, A love of leaming keeps this 
professional numismatist powered up, productive, and full of 
purpose.”
